ſ. to preuentthe inconueniences both to our owne ſeruice ,and the lawfull trade of 
| the honeſt Merchants, by prohibiting that no perſons whatſocuer,ſhould take 
ypon them publiquely or priuately to procure, gather vp , receiue, bring in or cary 
out any Pacquets , or Letters to or from any Port,Cmie or Towne, by foote or on 


horſebacke within the Realme, and to or from the Countreys beyond the Seas, 


exceptſuch our ordinary Foot-poſtes, Poſtes and Meſſengers for thoſe vies,as ei- 


[| hbyour alter ofthe Poſtes, or the Maſters of the Poſtes generall of thoſe Countreys reciproquely , ſhould be 


-und nominated for that kinde of ſeruice, or otherwiſe be able to ſhew ſufficient warrant for their voyages and 
lipaches vader the handes of our principall Secretaries, any Ambaſſadors, or others ſufficiently authorized; 
Whidh notwithſtanding, diuers diſauowed perſons haue vied to intrude themſclues, conrrary to all good order: 
conſideration of which inconueniences paſt, Wedoe hereby ſtraightly prohibite and forbidall perſons whatſo- 
ac;direQlyor indireRly, to gather vp, receiue, bring mn or cary out of this Realme,any Letters,or Pacquets Awith- 
atthealowance or ordinary addrefſe and diſpatch of the faid Maſters and Comptrollers of the Poſtes reci- 
rroqudly, of their Deputies, or ſhalbe ſufficiently authorized as is aforeſaid. And thertore our will and pleaſure is, 
Thayouthe Lord Treaſourer of England , and Lord Warden of our Cingue-ports , together with our Maſter and 
Copreoler generall of all our Poſtes, cauſe publique kuowledge to bee giuen thereof voto all Merchants,both 
Sragesand others of our Citie of London , and all others whom it may or ought to concerne, that neither they 
noranylorthem, doe hereafter take vpon them openly nor vnderhand, toemploy any diſauowed perſon in the 
arjingoftheir Letters, but to vie ſuch onely as ſhalbe found lawtully appointed for that ſeruice. To which efte&t 
lowedoe expreſſely will and command by theſe preſents all Maiors, Sheriftes, Iuſtices of Peace, Bailiffes, and all 
hecall Commiſsioners , And more ſpecially all Searchers of our Ports, and all other our Officers, and Miniſters 
iereſoeverintheir ſeuerall Iuriſdiftions and Offices, to makediligent ſearch of all Males,Bougets, and other car- 
ages, ofall ſuch diſauowed Curriers , Meſſengers or ſuſpected perſons , comming in, or going out of the Realme 
With Pacquets orLetters, and all ſuch ſo diſcouered,to apprehend and ſtay, kceping them in fafe cuſtodie vntill by 
beviewoftheir writings ſent ypto our Priuie Counſel, icbe ſeene and aduiſed what ſhalbe further done with them.
